It Is only among the finest types 
of the most advanced races that we see them discarded 
in favor of subtler stimuli. 
Prof. James, the Harvard 
psychologist, urges the superior claims, as excitants, of 
morning air and sunlight and fine skies and mountain 
walks and dewy flowers and great thoughts and sweet 
aspirations above the frothy hopes of the foaming 
glass. 
They are the natural stimulants of refined or 
ganisms. 
These need no other. No, not even coffee and tea. An 
Englishman, E. Baron Russel by name, has been mak­ 
ing predictions for the year 2000 A. D., and he has it 
that by that time the human system will have been 


bo refined that tea and coffee will be placed In the same 
category that alcoholic stimulants occupy nowadays. 
The prohibitionists of that remote hour will be cam­ 
paigning against lea and coffee and teetotalers will sign 
their pledges in favor of coffeeless breakfasts and after­ 
noon teas without "the cup that cheers but does not in­ 
ebriate.*' 


QUESTION OF CAPITAL PUNISHMENT. 
B y Cesare Lombroso. 
In spite of prison, deportation and forced 
labor, I argue that the criminals will go on 
repeating their crimes for the thtrd or fourth 
time. 
There is nothing left, therefore, for 
society to clo bat to in flit t the extreme but 
effective punishment of death. 
Assuredly foi 
barbarous men whom prisons do not inspire 
with dread the death penalty Is the only thing 
feasible. 
Still, t bls cold blooded execution or 
tiered bv judges and not infrequently acrompaaled by 
the gaping of crocus, is repulsive to the delicate senses 
of civilized peoples. 
It even may frequently be fob 
lowed by elm bai crimes inspired by the law of Imita­ 
tion and the executed vie! im may become the rounder 
of a criminal cult, so to speak. 
Of co'ur-e, if we place upon life and living things 
the most rigorous and most ser ed rights, we who am 
not God’s emissaries have no right or authority over 
the life of human beings of our kin.! 
But. then 


neither have we the right to deprive them of their 
liberty nor to inflict upon them any punishment what­ 
ever. 
To pretend that the death penalty is contrary to 
nature means to feign ignorance outlie fact which 13 
written in nature’s books in large letters, the fact that 
organized society is based upon a struggle for existence 
followed by the most fearful hecatombs. 
The fact that there are born criminals, organized for 
destruction, criminals who are living reproductions not 
only of the most savage men, but also of the most fero­ 
cious animals, far from rendering us compassionate to­ 
wards them, only hardens and deprives us of all pity 
towards them. 
There remains, therefore, but one excuse for the death 
penalty, and that Is that of radical elimination of a 
dangerous element. But here we must not forget that In 
order to attain this desired elimination of a dangerous 
class one must kill, not ten or twenty criminals a year, 
but 3,000 criminals in Italy and 2,000 in France. 
This 
would be a veritable butchery. 
And I believe that in 
our age, in an age so thoroughly imbued with a spirit 
of humanity, not even the most ardent partisan of the 
death penalty will suggest such a course.

umph of the Young Turk party and the deposition of Sultan 
Abdul Hamid 
II, will rapidly rise to the status of their sis­ 
ters in other European lands, according to Reouf Ahnad Bey, 
acting Consul General of Turkey in New York City and sec­ 
retary of the Turkish legation in Washington. 
As quoted by 
the New York Sunday World, he said about the recent changes and their 
consequences: 
"As the years go by the Moslem women will not feel bound by the con­ 
ventions that bind them now as part of the old order. 
They will adopt 
the ideas of conventional association of men and women; receptions and 
social gatherings that are, with you, everyday affairs, lending useful recre­ 
ation to women and enlarging their knowledge, will soon be as common 
in Turkey as they are in Western countries. 
The men of Turkey are at 
heart as liberal in this regard as other men. 
"It may be a quarter of a century before Turkey achieves prominence 
as an industrial nation, but that is only a day In her long history. 
In the 
next few years you will witness such activity in the fields tHat Turkey 
will be supplying foreign markets with breadstuffs, and in five years from 
now, I venture to predict, she will be among the first of the cotton-growing 
countries. 
We can raise better cotton than Egypt, w'hich now is supposed to 
raise the best, and we can raise infinitely more of it. 
The possibilities 
of cotton growing In Mesopotamia are boundless, and the new govern­ 
ment will encourage It in every way. 
A large company has been formed in 
Constantinople to colonize Mesopotamia for the purpose and the govern­ 
ment 
has issued $45,000,000 of bonds and employed an English engineer to 
establish order. 
"The Turkish people are progressive. 
Government oppression has not 
diminished this spirit in them nor quieted their desire for liberty. 
That 
the masses have made no advancement is not because they are less capable 
of helping th^tnselve^ than the mashes of the people everywhere else, but 
because they have had neither incentive nor opportunity, The government 
gave them nothing and fook everything from them. 
All they could make 
at their best was taken from them in taxi's to enrich the personal retainers 
of the Sultan. 
Until now Turkey has been a government for the betterment 
of palace officials only. 
"From top to bottom of the social scale all the people of T urkey , with 
the few exceptions that it is not necessary for me to note, nre in favor of 
popular government, arid, understanding the principles of it as they do, 
are ready for it. 
The franchise will be as frc- In Turkey as it D in the 
United States, and you will see that an intelligent use will be made of it. 
“It is like an impression here and abroad that the Turkish people con­ 
sider the Sultan a sacred being, something more than human 
You pos­ 
sibly have lr aril It said that lh* Turkish soldier fights desperately in the 
conviction that he is fighting for a deity in doing battle in the name of 
the Sultan. 
The Turk ha-i no such illusions. 
No lac k of proof of this is to 
be found in the fact that seven Sultans before Abdul Hamid have been 
deposed.”

which comes to about the same thing. 
If a man speut 
five times as much for guns as for his children’s school­ 
ing he would be considered a lunatic or a desperado, 
yet it appears that this is precisely what the powers 
of Europe are doing. The Paris review, Mon Dimanohe, 
says: 
“France spends about five times as much o» her army 


as she does on the intellectual training of her children. 
Germany gives to educational purposes one-third of the 
amount she devotes to military purposes. 
In Austria 
and Russia the proportion between school and caserne 
expenditure la as two to nine. 
Italy spends upon her 
army lUue times as much as she devotes to public edu­ 
cation. 
Belgium Is exemplary in that her military and 
education budget stand as eight to four. 
The only ex­ 
ception to this rule of priority in military expenditure 
is Switzerland, which devotes twice as much to the ed­ 
ucation of her children as she lays out on the purchase 
of powder and shot and the pay of her defenders.

Authorities disagree as to tho ad­ 
visability of grinding the corn for 
hogs, porn * feeders claiming that it 
does not pay for the cost and trouble 
of grinding, while others think that 
It does pay well. 
My experience is that some hogs will 
chew corn well, while others will not 
break half the grains. Usually a young 
hog will (hew its food better than 
an old one. 
I fattened a hog last 
year on dry corn, but riot one half of 
the grains were broken. 
Where a hog will not chew its feed 
well I think It will pay to grind its 
feed. 
Hogs will not chew wheat well, and 
no hog will chew buckw heat well, ao 
these grains should always be ground 
before feeding to hogs. 
If corn is shelled and scattered on 
a floor or on. the ground, >o that the 
hog* will have to pick up one grain 
at a time, they w*ill chew it bette* 
than when whole ears are thrown to 
them.— A. J. Legs. 


(>n»pnt floor* for C; rn liar jr. 
There bas been a good deal of dis­ 
cussion of the utility of cement floors 
for granaries and cribs. A correspond­ 
ent of the Earners’ Tribune contrib­ 
utes the following favorable experi­ 
ence: 
“I have a cement floor in my gran­ 
a r y arui i orn crib, and it is an abso­ 
lute success. 
I did not build till late 
in the fall. 
I made a grout floor six 
Inches In thickness right down on the 
ground, for which I used five parts 
sand and gravel and one part Univer­ 
sal cement; then I pet up my building 
on this ti or. 
I fastened the sills by 
means of big bolts set In the cement. 
Grain was moved into the new bins 
from the old granary and the grain is 
just as bright next to the cement as it 
is In the middle of the bin. 
All win­ 
ter long when there were thaws the 
water stood on the north and west 
sides of the granary to the depth of 
three to four Inches and the cement 
on the inside was seemingly perfectly 
dry all the time. 
There Is one thing 
certain, the mice and rats have no 
harbois under the floor, and there are 
no cracks to batton to keep the grain 
from running through.

XX hen to l* rn ne. 
With most orchardist® and garden­ 
ers pruning can be be done during th® 
winter or early spring months, and 
where the object is the removal of 
small branches this -eason is undoubt­ 
edly quite as satisfactory as any oth­ 
ers. 
In fact, pruning during 
late 
spring, about the t ime or just previ­ 
ous to the brionine: of growth, Is par­ 
ticularly advantageous with the peach, 
because at 'hat season, as a rule, all 
Injury to the anual growth from win­ 
ter killing will be apparent and th® 
pruner can take advantage of this to 
remove all dea l or injured brancher 
aud at the same time modify his plan 
so as to leave a maximum quantity of 
wood in ord. r to secure a profitable 
crop of fruit, which might not be pos­ 
sible were the usual practice of 
re­ 
moving one-half the annua! 
growth 
followed in such seasons 
With the 
apple and pear, which suffer less from 
Winter killing, the annual pruning cam 
as well be dom In February or March, 
in th.* North, as at any other season. 
With the grape, 
however, which 
likely to produce a heavy flow of sap 
if the pruning is delayed until late in 
the season, it is und rabtedly host to 
do the pruning during the late fall 
and early winter months. 
Any sub­ 
stance which is not corrosive or detri­ 
mental to growth w hich will protect 
the heartwood from the attacks of rot 
spores will prove a satisfactory cover­ 
ing for a cut surface. 
Among such 
substances may be mentioned whit® 
lead, yellow ochre, coal tar arid graft­ 
ing wax.—Corbett, United States De­ 
partment of Agriculture. 


F r u i t T r e e B o r e r * . 
The adult of this insect is a beetle. 
It lays e^gs. probably mostly In April 
anti May, in crevice® in the bark of 
suitable trees, usually on the south­ 
west side. 
The eggs hatch in a few 
days, and the young grubs eat their 
way through the bark and burrow In 
tile wood, sometimes completely gird­ 
ling the tree. 
By next spring the 
grub has grown to full size. 
It then 
bores outward nearly through the bark 
of the tree, and then undergoes trans­ 
formation into a pupal stage, corre­ 
sponding to the chrysalis of a butter­ 
fly. 
After about three weeks in this 
condition, the adult beetle 
emerges 
from the skin or case of the pupa, cuts 
a hole through the bark, and conies 
out prepared to do its part In the 
work of laying more eggs. 
Several methods are used to check 
the work of the borers. 
The presence 
of the borers in the trees may be de­ 
tected by disc donations of the bark. 
by the exudation of sap or gum, or 
by the presence of castings lieneath 
the burrow'. 
In such cases, if the bur- 
to shovel from. tin ic being no 
rows be not too deep or too long, the 
nail heads to bother, 
clean.”

the harrowing and keep at it, going 
over the field at intervals of a few 
days until the pest is all destroyed 
It is no us© to think that the field 
be gone Over perhaps a dozen times 
in one day. the quack will be killed, 
for the sun. as well as th® harrow, I 
must get In Its work.

Is to go over the field once, then walt

Is by preventing the laying of eggs on 
tile bar k of the tree tr rinks. Wrapping 
the trunk with newspaper or w rapping 
paper is one of the easiest and best 
methods of securing this result, and 
it bas the advantage that besides keep­ 
ing the female beetles from the !>arkt 
the paper protects the bart from th® 
injurious allect of the heat of""the sun. 
Paper used for this purpose should 
cover the tree trunk completely, and 
be held In place by twine not strong 
enough to injure the growing* tree. 
Soil should be drawn up

two around tho paper at the foot of 
the tree, to prevent the female beetles 
from getting inside the paper fr$m 
below*, and the top of the paper should 
be made to fir the hark closely. 
\ 
hand of cotton lint just inside the top 
of the paper will serve to k^ep the fe­ 
males out from above. 
Various washes have been used to 
prevent the Insects from laying their 
egg-; on the balk or to kill the newly 
hatched grubs before th* y make their 
way into the bark, but it is not cer­ 
tain thai Hie use of these will always 
be found profitable 
Even more important than protect­ 
ing the bark of the trees Dom the 
egg-laying female beetles is the mat­ 
ter of keeping the tree** in vigorous 
condition by proper cultivation of th® 
soil. 
Gras* and weeds should not be 
allowed to take th© moisture needed 
by the trees. 
After rains the crust of 
the soil should be broken into a fin® 
mulch to reduce the rate of evapora­ 
tion from the toll. 
It is also recom­ 
mended that trees be headed low, so 
that the leaves may shade the trunk 
from the hot midday sun

With almost 10,000 cases of small­ 
pox reported in the United States in 
the first four months of the year by 
the federal marine hospital service, it 
certainly cannot be said that smallpox 
as an epidemic disease has been over­ 
come. 
The great change Is that the 
disease is no longer 
anything 
like 
what it once was in violence. 
Most of 
the cases are mild, and some are so 
slight that the diagnosis is difficult 
The exceptional cases of victims who 
have never been vaccinated and w,ho 
get the disease In its worst form do 
not serve to alarm a community. 
And 
even fifty or a hundred cases of the 
mild form in one of the smaller cities, 
no uncommon thing to day, do not pro­ 
duce the panic that would certainly re­ 
sult if the cases were so severe as 
formerly. Illinois is unfortunately the 
worst State in the Union for this dis­ 
ease, says the Chicago Record-HeraM. 
While Chicago, owing to the steady 
watchfulness of the health authorities, 
is almost exempt, 
having had only 
eleven cases in four months, the State 
as a whole has had 1,275 cases, ot 
more than one-eighth of the total for 
the country. 
Under such conditions 
one may wall regret that the legisla­ 
ture did not see fit to pass the bill for 
giving better protection by vaccina­ 
tion. 
This is especially true 
since 
even the lightest attacks of the dis­ 
ease— go light as to be hardly notice­ 
able— may spread the plague in a most 
virulent form 
when 
the 
infection 
reaches some person not well protect­ 
ed physically against it. 
In England 
there has been some increasing laxity 
in local and central 
administrative 
regulations. 
Not long ago the post­ 
master general issued an order excus­ 
ing postal employes with “conscienti­ 
ous objections*’ from periodical revac­ 
cinations. though not excusing anyone 
from original vaccination. 
This is be­ 
ing sharply criticised, since, lf one has 
once been vaccinated, 
revaccination 
within a reasonable num ber of years 
can hardly ever be injurious, or even 
uncomfortable, while it is certain to 
extend the duration of the original 
protection, 
prim arily to the vaccin­ 
ated individual, and secondarily to the 
community. 
Whatever else is done in 
the way of protection against small­ 
pox. the continuance of periodic ^ v a c ­ 
cination should never be in doubt.

In former times it was the big 
things that froze m en’s hearts with 
fear— the mythical giants, the drag­ 
ons, the specters. 
Now science has 
taught us that the little things are 
the dangerous ones—the insects, mos­ 
quitoes and flies, and 
the microbes, 
those Immeasurably minute plants and 
animals, too small for the unaided hu­ 
man eye to see. 
We first learned of the part the mos­ 
quito plays in 
the transmission of 
m alaria and yellow' 
fever, but the 
menace that there is to mankind in 
the house-fly was for long unsuspect­ 
ed. 
It is only about fifteen years 
ago that the first heeded 
warnings 
were uttered against this insect, and 
its actup.1 guilt as a murderer of men 
was clearly demonstrated only at the 
time of the Spanish War, when so 
many of the flower of American youth 
died of the typhoid fever that decim­ 
ated the volunteer army in the deten­ 
tion camps in all parts of the coun­ 
try. 
So active is the fly in the spread of 
this disease that it has been proposed 
in a recent publication of the United 
States Department oY Agriculture to 
rename it the “typhoid fly.” 
It may carry the germs of this dis­ 
ease in 
one of 
two 
ways. either 
directly by soiling its feet wdth the 
discharges from fever 
patients, and 
then flying 
off and 
alighting upon 
food or falling into milk; or else by 
eating m atter contaminated with ty­ 
phoid and carrying the germs in its 
Intestinal canal and depositing them 
upon food. 
But It is not alone 
typhoid that 
files spread. 
The germs of tubercu­ 
losis may readily be carried by them 
unless the 
patient has 
heeded the 
warnings sounded on all sides, and 
taken care to destroy all expectorated 
matter. 
The virus of a sore may be 
taken up by a fly’s feet and depos­ 
ited on a cut or abraded surface of 
the skin of another person. 
Any dis­ 
ease. indeed, which is callable of In­ 
oculation or of being spread by the 
taking in of its germs with food or 
drink may be spread by t ’^ese noxious 
Insects.

W ith alm ost 10,000 cases of sm all­ 
pox reported in the United S tates in 
the first four m onths of the year by 
the federal m arine hospital service, it 
certainly cannot be said th a t smallpox 
as an epidemic disease has been over­ 
come. 
T he g reat change is th a t the 
disease 1b no longer 
an yth in g 
like 
w hat it once was In violence. 
Most of 
the cases are mild, and some are so 
slight th a t the diagnosis is difficult 
The exceptional cases of victim s who 
have never been vaccinated and w.ho 
get the disease In its w orst form do 
not serve to alarm a com m unity. 
And 
even fifty or a hu ndred cases of the 
mild form in one of the sm aller cities, 
no uncom m on th in g to-day, do not pro­ 
duce the panic th a t would certainly re­ 
sult lf the cases w ere so severe as 
formerly. 
Illinois is u n fo rtun ately the 
worst State in th e Union for this dis 
ease, says the Chicago Record-Heralrt. 
W hile Chicago, owing to the steady 
w atchfulness of the health authorities, 
is alm ost exempt, 
having had only 
eleven cases in four m onths, the State 
as a whole has had 1.275 cases, 
or 
m ore th an one-eighth of the total for 
th* country. 
U nder such conditions 
one m ay well regret th a t the legisla­ 
tu re did not see fit to pass the bill for 
giving better protection by vaccina­ 
tion. 
T his is especially tru e 
since 
even th e lightest attack s of the dis­ 
ease— so light as to be hardly notice­ 
able— m ay spread the plague in a most 
v iru lent form 
w hen 
the 
infection 
reaches some person not well protect­ 
ed physically against it. 
In England 
there has been some increasing laxity 
in local and 
central 
adm in istrativ e 
regulations. 
Not long ago the post­ 
m aster general issued an order excus­ 
ing postal employes w ith “conscienti­ 
ous objections” from periodical ^ v a c ­ 
cinations, though not excusing anyone 
from original vaccination. 
T his is be­ 
ing sharply criticised, since, if one has 
once been 
vaccinated, 
revaccination 
w ithin a reasonable n um ber of years 
can h ardly ever be Injurious, or even 
uncom fortable, while it Is certain to 
extend the duration of the original 
protection, 
p rim arily to th e vaccin­ 
ated individual, and secondarily to the 
com m unity. 
W hatever else Is done in 
the way of protection again st sm all­ 
pox. the continuance of periodic revac­ 
cination should never be in doubt.

Is only about fifteen years 
ago th a t the first heeded 
w arnings 
were uttered ag ainst this insect, and 
its actual guilt as a m u rd erer of men 
was clearly dem onstrated only at the 
tim e of the Spanish W ar, when so 
m any of the flower of American youth 
died of the typhoid fever that decim­ 
ated the volunteer arm y In the deten­ 
tion cam ps In all parts of the coun­ 
try. 
So active is the fly in the spread of 
this disease th a t it has been proposed 
in a recent publication of the United 
States D epartm ent o? A griculture to 
renam e it the “typhoid fly.’’ 
It m ay carry the germ s of this dis­ 
ease in 
one of 
two 
ways. either 
directly by soiling its feet with the 
discharges from 
fever 
patients, and 
then flying 
off and 
alighting upon 
food or falling into m ilk; or else by 
eating m atter contam inated with ty­ 
phoid and carrying the germs in its 
Intestinal canal and depositing them 
upon food. 
But it is not alone 
typhoid that 
fling spread. 
The germ s of tubercu­ 
losis m ay readily be carried by them 
unless the 
patient has 
heeded the 
w arnings sounded on all sides, and 
taken care to destroy all expectorated 
m atter. 
The virus of a sore may be 
taken up by a fly’s feet and depos­ 
ited on a cut or abraded surfs* e of 
the skin of another person. 
Any dis­ 
ease, indeed, which is capable of In­ 
oculation or of being spread by the 
taking in of its germ s with food or 
drink may be spread by these noxious 
insects.
